Resolved, That the register of probate for said county be 
empowered and authorized to re-index and re-file the papers of 
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record in his office, at an expense not to exceed the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars ($1,200), and said sum of twelve hun- 
dred dollars ($1,200) is hereby appropriated for the purpose, 
to be expended by said register with the approval of the judge 
of probate for said county. oe 


On motion of Mr. Heath of Warner, it was 


Voted, That the commissioners of Merrimack county are 
hereby authorized to convey by proper deed to the school dis- 
trict of Boscawen sufficient land for a school-house lot in ex- 
change for land belonging to said school district of Boscawen, 
which is to be conveyed by said school district to said county 
of Merrimack. 


The following resolution, offered by Mr. Suilivan of Con- 
cord, was adopted: 


Resolved, That the commissioners be requested to invite pro- 
posals in the purchase of supplies for the county whenever this 
is feasible, and award the contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder. i . 


The following resolution, offered by Mr. Sullivan, was 
adopted : 


Resolved, That a committee of two be appointed by the chair 
to investigate the expenditures of the county commissioners 
and superintendent of the county farm for the last two years, 
with authority to send for persons and papers and to examine 
witnesses, and that said committee, if they deem it for the best 
interests of the county, make a report of their findings to any 
resident judge of the supreme court in Merrimack county, who 
is authorized to issue his order for the payment of any reason- 
able expense incurred in making such investigation, not to 
exceed two hundred dollars.

Convention met in Room 5. On motion of Lyford of 
Concord 


Voted, That the county commissioners and county treasurer 
are hereby authorized to issue bonds of Merrimack county to 
the amount of eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000) at a rate 
of interest not exceeding four per cent. per annum to provide 
for the payment of the indebtedness of the county. Said com- 
missioners and treasurer to invite proposals for the purchase of 
said bonds by advertisements in at least three issues of the 
Concord Daily Monitor and Daily People and Patriot. 


On motion of Ahern of Concord it was voted: That the 
twelve hundred dollars appropriated for register of probate 
be added to the appropriations of 1898. 

The following resolution offered by Mr. Sullivan of Con- 
cord was adopted : 


Resolved, That the representative delegation of Merrimack 
county condemn the practice at the county farm of the com- 
missioners or superintendent entertaining their friends as guests 
at the farm at the expense of tax-payers, and we demand its 
immediate abolition. We demand that no persons be housed 
or fed at the farm without a proper recompense except at the 
discretion of the superintendent other than the worthy poor, 
and that the superintendent keep a record of any and all per- 
sons that are so housed and fed at public expense. And that a 
copy of this resolution be printed and hung in some conspicuous 
place in the parlors of the building. We demand also the 
abolition of the practice of giving an expensive dinner to mem- 
bers of the delegation and the personal friends of the com- 
missioners during each session of the legislature, as not being 
any help towards the proper inspection of the farm for which 
the visit is intended.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 
To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


We submit the following reports as required by law of 
commissioners, treasurer, superintendent of County Farm 
and House of Correction, clerk of the Supreme Court, 
sheriff, jailor and jail physician, solicitor, farm physician, 
and auditors for 1897. 

Your commissioners took the oath of office May 21, and 
immediately began an inventory of the county property, 
assisted by two experienced gentlemen, Mr. Frank L. 
Gerrish of Boscawen and Mr. Paran Philbrick of Concord, 
in which we give the actual value of all personal property 
to the county,—for figures we refer you to the Auditors’ 
report of July. The following necessary improvements 
have been made: Steam heat for all Court House offices at 
an expense of $436; 376 “steel document file case” for 
Probate Court, and 100 new mattresses for inmates at farm. 

It has been our aim to buy all goods required for the use 
of the county at wholesale prices, thereby making the 
expense as low as possible. While it is convenient for 
many to make a market at the County Farm for produce, 
beef, etc., we found it for the interest of the taxpayers to 
purchase them in the market in large quantities, and as far 
as possible of wholesale dealers in our county. Consider- 
able expense was caused by lightning following the main 
water pipe which necessitated the putting in nearly one 
half mile of new four-inch iron pipe at an expense of about 
$400. We advertised the issue of $85,000 in bonds as 
authorized by the County Convention, and they were sold 
to Swan & Barrett of Portland, Maine, at a premium of 
5.60 amounting to $4,760. 

We think as has been recommended by former boards of 
commissioners that there should be a separate house for the 
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prisoners. We also recommend that the laundry should be 
moved from the basement of the main building. 

You will notice the absence of the Chaplain’s report ocea- 
sioned by the sudden death of Rev. A. C. Hurd,—one who 
was respected by all. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hilton, superintendent and matron, and _. 
their assistants have our thanks for the faithful performance 
of their duties and kindness to those intrusted to their 
care. |

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JAILER’S REPORT. 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack : 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit the report of the num-. 
ber of prisoners confined in Merrimack county jail since the 
last report of January 1, 1897, as shown by the records of 
the jail:

Again, gentlemen, I call your attention to the disgraceful 
condition of the fences about the county land connected 
with the jail. For several years these fences have been 
rotting away, and to-day eight tenths of them are pros- 
trate, leaving what might be a beautiful field and attrac- 
tive grounds open to the constant invasion of stray horses’ 
and cows, together with the ever present urchins who pre- 
fer maintaining “sheep paths” across this land rather than 
follow the more beaten paths of the public highway. No 
individual, owning such real estate, would for a moment 
think of allowing it to remain unfenced, and much just 
adverse public criticism has already been expressed at the 
unsightly appearance of this portion of the county property. 
I would respectfully recommend that new fences be con.’ 
structed in the near future. 
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Additional cells and better facilities for heating are 
needed in the women prisoners’ wing of the jail. The 
additional cells could be constructed without any consid- 
erable expense, and without enlarging the present building. 
With these additional cells those unfortunate women who 
may in the future be incarcerated within the walls of the 
jail might be made more comfortable, and those weak- 
minded ones, who are perhaps more “sinned against than 
sinning,” could be separated and kept from the influence of 
those who are so debased as to have sunk far below the 
level of the brute creation. At times during my manage- 
ment of the jail as many as three women have been crowded 
into one cell, because every cell in that department was full 
+o over-flowing, and the moral effect in such cases has been 
most deplorable. As the object of imprisonment is not only 
the protection of the public from the depredations of the 
criminal and reasonable punishment for the crime com- 
mitted, but also for the reformation, so far as possible, of 
the offender, it appears to the jailer only reasonable that we 
have a sufficient number of cells to isolate young girls, who 
have but started on the path of crime and ruin, from irre- 
¢laimable old offenders, and not herd them together like 
cattle. 

I have before suggested the benefit which might be 
derived by our prisoners could they have the privilege of 
listening to religious instruction from some clergyman each 
Sunday, and would respectfully suggest that a moderate 
sum be appropriated from the county funds to meet the 
expense of religious instruction at the jail, in full confi- 
dence that such an act would meet the hearty approval of 
every tax-payer, and that much good would result. 

In this connection I desire to extend my thanks to mem- 
bers of the Young Men’s Social Christian Endeavor society, 
who have gratuitously given their services many times at 
the jail during the past year, for the interest they have 
manifested in those under my charge, and while not desir- 
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ing to detract from the value of their services, feel sure 
they would agree that a chaplain, who could give his time 
to the work every Sunday, and who would learn to have a 
personal interest in each individual in his audience, might 
be a power for good beyond that of any number of laymen 
who could only see the prisoners occasionally.

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REPORT OF JAIL PHYSICIAN.

To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack : 


GENTLEMEN: The medical care of the prisoners at the 
jail has been no different in methods than in previous 
years. There has been no birth. There has been no death. 
The nearest approach to the former was when a mother and 
child were brought from a neighboring town. The mother 
was an Assyrian woman and the baby, although but a few 
weeks old, showed distinctly its Asiatic origin in its facial 
conformation, differmmg markedly from that of our own 
Anglo-Saxon race. The child is now at the county farm. 

During my vacation in the summer Dr. Arthur K. Day 
served very acceptably at the jail. He had the care of a 
prisoner who arrived with his back full of shot. The pri- 
soner was surprised in this rude manner, one night, by the 
proprietor of the store he was attempting to burglarize. 
He had not been long out of prison and upon his own tes- 
timony could have found employment, but claims to have 
been influenced to wrong doing again by evil companions. 
He is now separated from them, having been sent to prison 
as a confirmed criminal. . 

This winter my attention was called to a case which pre- 
sented the symptoms of typhoid fever. This view being 
confirmed by able counsel it was decided to care for him at. 
the city hospital. He recovered. While there the time 
of sentence expired. The legal aspect of this case was 
embarrassing, inasmuch as no public statute could be found 
permitting the removal of a prisoner under sentence from 
the jail to the hospital. This man was serving out his fines 
and costs which were abated by the court. 
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It is noted, with commendation, that during the summer 
the jail portion of the institution has been thoroughly white- 
washed and painted. New bedding has contributed to the 
health of the inmates. The food has been sufficient in every 
way. No liquor is used. ‘The great need for the physical 
well being of the prisoners is daily employment, which would 
bring into use mind and body. It would help morals. The 
physician has only complimentary words for the jailer and 
his assistants in their care of the sick.

Ten of the respondents have been sent to jail, one to the 
state industrial school, and eight have been sent to the state 
prison, one for two terms aggregating forty-five years, and 
the others for terms ranging froin one year and one day to 
five years. 
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The county has been interested in two civil actions: One 
a suit brought by the Law and Order league to recover a 
moiety of fines imposed for a violation of the liquor laws, 
which action was terminated by a judgment for the plain- 
tiff; the other, a suit brought by Albert I. Foster & Co., to 
recover of the county insurance premiums. ‘The latter suit 
is unsettled.
